The Council has been formed 
on a suggestion made by S.J.Y.du 
of the Joint, who have invited 
two representatives of every Jew- 
ish Youth Organization to a first 
meeting ' sometime in September 
1946. It was explained to them 
by Mr. & Mrs. G-rodsky, who have 
always advised the Council sine 3 , 
that a Jewish Community Center 
will shortly be opened for all 
Jewish girls and boys, and that 
they were expected to take an 
active part in the running of the 
Center. The Center was then 
opened and the Youth Council 
shouldered some of the responsi- 
bilities of running this Club. 

The intelligent reader will now 
ask whether or not they have been 
successful? Have they? To some 
extent surely, but in many respects 
certainly not. 

Before the Center was opened 
many rules were drawn up, such as 
the House Buies, etc. They were 
posted in the various rooms of 
the Club. Hace they been respec- 
ted? Every member will know best 
for himself. - If both the orga- 
nizations and the unaff'iliated 
groups, v/ ho have all sent their 
representatives to the council, 
would have carried out what their 
representatives achieved by agree- 
ment, then one might have said 
that the Council had been a com- 
plete success. But all know that 
this has not be on the case. 

Things were voted for and 
accepted, put down into the min- 
utes’ carefully recorded, and what 
hae Leon the result? Lot us con- 
sider the matter of duties and we 
shall soon see wnat actually has 



happened. Many notices were put 
up, surely not for the soke of 
making a fuss about nothing, but 
to ensure that the club could on- 
ly be used by those who are en- 
titled to do so; but these al- 
io ted duties were rarely carried 
out by members entrusted with 
the respective tasks. The ful- 
fillment of these little duties 
would ha e been all the more im- 
portant on days when parties 
v^ere on, but those in charge 
could find only a few members 
who were willing to fulfill their 
obligations to their fellow club- 
members. 

Yes, and that was what the 
Youth Council was actually formed 
for, to find a common basis on 
which all Yoat_L Groups and Unr 
afiiliated Members could work 
cooperatively for the common 
cause: "to have a club, which 
would be a benefit to all who 
desired to participate in the 
activities designed to meet the 
interests of everyone." One of 
the fundamentals on which this 
club was based was that members 
should run this club themselves, 
which meant not only to give ad- 
vice and commands, but also to 
stare the work necessary to run 
the different programs and en- 
ter ted. nments. 

It would only be fair to con- 
sider also those things which 
stand definitely to the credit 
of the Youth Council and which 
should naturally be mentioned 
too. The Youth Council could be 
called a team of brains, pooling 
all their ideas and brain-waves, 
debating and agreeing on than,

GENERAL INTRODUCTION TO CHESS 



Th<* Royal Game of chess has a his- 
tory of some two thousand years; 
however the x lxth century has been 
selected in developing it into the 
most popular game. Yet no royal pal 
leads to the mastery of its princi-? 
pols, theoretical foundations and 
technique, only work and per seve- 
ranee takes the talented towards 
that goal. Chess, being an intel|r 
lecvual duel, stimulates the ima- 
gination, offering beautiful com- 
binational horizons. It str r ng— 
thens the power of logical thin- 
king, and teaches th r art of exact 
calculation. The aim of the con— 
te stents in the strategic battle 
is to maneuver the adversary’s 
king into a position in which when 
attacked, (check) hap has no place 
to withdraw to, and surrenders, 
(mate) To reach the mate position 
ftho opponents by suitable moves 
unfold their pawns, set up thei r 
light figures in a good att;.. casing 
position, and try to prevent their 
adversaries from achieving the 
same end* 



The opening of the game, or debut 
is not to be underrated; poorly 
tackled it predetermines the out- 
come. Thorough understanding of 
1th e importance of the quick and 
suitable unfolding of pieces, cor- 
rect estimation of the situation 
at ths given moment and adherence 
to the raa.in idea of the particular 
debut are vital for all openings.
